The leaders of the gang 
are the first tv;o named, Dallas Wilson 
and Dennis Lair, they would aelect a 
night for the robbery and the two 
hide in the big grocery store room 
after dark and remain until Lavin 
& Connell would lock up. They would 
then unlock and unbolt the back door. 
The rest of the gang would be conceal- 
ed on the outside, when the leaders 
would give the tip and hand out the 
swag which would be equally divided 
between them. 

Seven of these boys were arrested 
while at the colored city school. Every 
last one of them should be given the 
limit in the Reform School at Green- 
dale.

Inevitable” and ''Impossible 



A speaker at a banquet recently given 
by one of the Democratic societies in 
New York assumed the role of adviser 
and outlined a plan by which he 
thought a Democratic victory could be 
secured.

Ih 2 Democrat wi o attempts to 
give advice ought to be more specific ; 
he ought to plainly state what he re- 
gards as inevitable, for Democrats 
might differ on this very important 
question.

Is that an im- 
possibility? It demanded the security 
of bank deposits? Is that impossible? 
Those who talk about reorganizing the 
Democratic party ought to do the rank 
and file of the party the honor to out- 
line the basis of reorganization and the 
platform upon which the reorganizing 
is to take place.

STUNTED OAKS. 

Miniaturs Tress That Are Grown :rs 
China Bowls. 

lu the window of a florist stood some 
quaint china bowls, iu each of which 
I grew’ a tree— not a shrub, hut a full 
sizetl tree, dating hack many years. 
“Yes,” replied the florist to the writ- 
! er's iuquii*y, “they are real trees— oaks, 
maples and beech trees. We get them 
from Japan, where the secret of how’ 
to rear them is kuow’u only to a few’. 
They are raised from seeds or special- 
ly selected cuttings, which are watch- 
ed and tended with that marvelous 
patience inherent in the eastern races. 
Fiftj’ years may i>ass before the tree 
is considered salable. During this pe- 
riod the plant is trained and its nat- 
ural tendencies subjugated to the will 
of the rearer. The gardener prunes 
and trims and rears and directs with 
what Carlyle called genius- ‘an iufl- 
nite capacity for taking pains.’ A way- 
ward twig may he hound up for two 
or three years to insure its correct 
growth. Periodically the tree is re- 
potted. Each time this happens the 
roots are carefully examined and use- 
less fiber cut away. Everything is 
done to concentrate the life of the 
tree in the smallest possible space. 
And lu time, after years of labor, the 
plant loses its ability to send out long, 
lusty shoots and becomes a delightful 
miniature of its larger brethren.”- 
Montreal Standard. 

THE NIGERIAN BABY. 

Water Soaked Inside and Outside at 

the Morning Toilet. 

JIatrons of the Avest may he inter- 
ested to hear the details of t;he Nige- 
rian native baby’s morning toilet. 
Anything over three months old is no 
longer a “baby” to the native mater- 
familias and is bathed w’ith the other 
chydreu, generally a numerous brood, 
iu the chill morning air before sunrise. 
The little mite yells lustily while the 
cold water Is splashed over its brown 
hotly and generally continues the cho- 
rus w hen put aside to dry. Towels do 
not form part of the household equip- 
ment. The bathing process finished, 
the infants are subjected to a sort of 
water cure treatment. The mother 
seizes a child, scoops up a handful of 
water and, using her thumb as a kind 
of spout, squirts It with extraordinary 
dexterity into the youngster’s mouth 
and down its throat.

—In the last fqw da/s mule buyers 
have purchased at Union City, Tenn., 
six carloads of fine mules, paying out 
$40,000. 

— W. K. Greogry, of Bourbon, sold 
his farm of 85 acres, to J. W. Ur ms- 
ton, of Harrison, for $7,225. Posses- 
sion in March. 

—Reports from various sections of 
Nicholas county are to the effect that 
peach trees in great numbers are dead, 
a condition attributed mainly to the 
great drouth that prevailed for months 
throughout that section of the State. 

—The Paris Creamery Company, 
which has had for several months 400 
pounds of creamery butter in cold stor- 
age in Lexington has shipped the but- 
ter to Cincinnati, where it will be plac- 
ed on the market. s 

—Quite a large number of Kentucky 
buyers were in the Kansas City mar- 
ket last week buying feeding cattle Jto 
ship to this State. Good cattle are re- 
ported scarcer than for some years. 31 
carloads were shipped from Kansas 
City to various points in Kentucky du- 
ring the past few days.. 

— The highest priced box of apples 
on record is being exhibited at Chica- 
go. The fruit is of the wine sap varie- 
ty, and was awarded the Grand Sweeo- 
stake prize of $500 at the National Ap- 
ple Show. held at Spokane Waihing- 
ton. The present owners paid sixty 
cents each for the 112 apples in the 
box. 

At Georgetown Court Monday 
there were 250 cattle on the market, 
but some left^unsolri.
